Difficulty of Gening In and Ont of the

The traveling .public have an abiding 
confidence that somebody er other will take 
the requisitepains necessary for their trans- 
portation to any part of the world they may 
desire to visit, and, moreover, they have the 
most confiding trust that whatever means may 


be provided for their conveyance will be perfect- | 
ly safe, and managed by perfectly competent |

men. 
Island, in Hoboken, or Brooklyn, for instance ; 
removes his family there, and makes all his ar- 
rangements for going to his home daily, or 

twice a-day, and never doubts that whenever 
he wants to cross the water he will find a 
safe mode of conveyance. But the Winter 
experiences of people doing business in New- 
York and having their homes across the water, 


must: have satisfied them that their confidence | 


has been sadly misplaced. Men living on 
Staten Island are often compelled to remain 
allday at home when their business called 
themto town; orto remain all night in the 
City to their own discomfort and the conster- 
nation of their families. The case is not much 
better with our nearer neighborsof Brooklyn, 
who waste away many yaluable. hours waiting 
to get ferried over the river. .The obstacles to 
a free ferriage-to-and from the City are occa- 
sioned by thé ice ; they were’ most slarming 
last Winter, and they have been hardly less so 
during the present. season, since the hard 
weather commenced. Yet. these obstructions 
otght not to interrupt the passage-to and from 
the City fer  nionient ; ‘they ‘might’ be_over- 
come with entire ease, and it is surprising that, 
when so large.a body of influential, wealthy 
and enterprising men are interested in theirre- 
moval, they should have been permitted to be 
the cause of so much loss of time and annoy- 
ance. 

The ice around the City, either in the bay 
or either of the rivers, can-never be very firm, 
and nothing is required ‘but a properly con- 
structed boat to cut a channel through the 
floating ice at any time. But, even if the de- 
tention of passengers by reason of the ice were 
of no conséquence, the danger of their lives 
from the frail boats which are. put upon the 
ferries should be sufficient to induce the pro- 
prietors of the ferries to have proper boats con- 
structed for Winter navigation. Two: boats 
were sunk last Winter by the ico, and it was 
by mere accident. that a fearful loss of life did 
not: followin. consequence. The Brooklyn 
ferry boats leave the slip crowded with human 
beings , numbering often more than a thousand, 
oud {a cade bf the dluking of a boat the Joss of 
lives would’ be enormous before any assistance 
could be rendered... Happily, by great caution, 
no éuch calamity has yet happened; but _no- 
thing but good Inck and..great care has pre- 
vented it. . There should not, however, be any 
possibility of such a catastrophe; . the boats 
should be so built that they could force. their 
way through the floes of ice surely and securely, 
at all times.
